It  is  as  follows# 

(The  Poindexter  family  of  America  can  be  traced  back  to  the  year  of  1250. 
fheir  ergin  was  on  the  isle  of  Jersey.  Jan  Poindexter  was  born  in  174-2  on 
the  Isle  of  Jersey,  he  married  an  Irish  girl  and  they  came  to  the  United 
States,  and  settled  with  his  brothers  in  Virginia,  who  had  predeeded  him. 

Ihe  first  Poindexter’s  arrived  in  this  country  in  the  early  1600’s  ( 

(  Reference  Records  Hew  Lent  County  Virginia  the  death  of  George  3 o index! or 
Xll  of  Jersey,  1662  Born,  Isle  of  Jersey,  Died  12  March  1716.)

The  original  manuscript  is  in  British  Museum  Lt .  Baelie  Podgndstre, 
still  a  most  celebrated  commentator,  and  perhaps  the  most  illustrious  of 
all  these  illust  ious  men.  The  P.  family  had  filled  the  highest  positions 
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in  the  Island  of  Jersey  for  the  14th  century  thru  5  generations  Jean  P. 
was  remarkable  or  his  talent  (2nd  son  of  Edward  P.  seigneur  o  the 
fiefe)  and  at  the  University  of  Oxford  where  his  father  sent  him  he 
became  Fellow  or  Ereter  College  1636,  and  made  such  serious  study  of  the 
classical  languages  that  he  was  counted  among  most  learned  men  of  his 
century  principally  because  o^  his  knowledge  of  Greek.  He  was  expelled 
by  Parliamentarians  o^  the  College  of  Exteter  1648,  took  refuge  in  Jersey. 
He  helped  M.  George  de  Carte  ate  to  defen  the  Chateau  Elizebeth  against 
the  republic  troops  at  time  of  famous  seige  of  that  fortress  1651.

Gabriel  Poindexter: 

Poindexters,  a  Norman  family  whose  modern  descendents  are  known 
P.  Dexters,  must  have  been  warriors  by  profession  as  the  French  form 
of  the  name  Poingdestre  indicates  the  right  hand  corner  of  shield, 

The  name  must  o^  has  its  origin  in  military  honrrs.  In  common  with 
majority  o f’  their  countrymen  the  P.  family  early  endorsed  the  Prot  start 
faith  and  became  identified  with  the  Huguenots,  that  sect  of  French 
known  in  history  almost  as  much  from  its  political  aspect  as  its  elegious. 

P.  owned  land  from  time  of  Wm.  the  Conquerer  since  1250  Geoffry  and 
Paoul  P.  wee  land-owners  in  Jersey. 

Story  of  Poindexters  in  America  about  one  called  Thomas  eldest  and  one 
called  George.  Same  love  affair  and  sto^y  only  as  to  change  of  names.  Girl 
was  shipped  with  group  o'-  English  girls  to  Virginia.  Thomas  went  down 
to  buy  hi>T  a  servant  and  found  his  sweetheart.  He  bought  and  Pd.  for  hev’ 
in  tabacco  and  from  this  union  sprang  all  th  Va.,  Tenn.,  Ind.  Poindexters 
and  others  of  us  beaming  different  names,  but  same  blood  throughout  and 
now  scattered  far  and  wide.  I'm  sure  none  of  20th  cm^urn  descendents  have 
the  courage  of  the  17th  century.  Love  was  ei  her  stronger  or  men  not  so 
plentiful  in  these  days.  At  any  rate  the  same  story  is  to  be  found  in 
Tay1ors'  Lines  of  Baptist  Ministers  an  Sermons  and  Addresses  by  Pev. 
Broadders.  As  to  whether  this  father  eur  own  tribe  wa  named  Thomas  according 
to  Romance  or  George  as  the  Archives  op  Jersey  show  is  a  question  not  yet 
settled.  History  gives  both  names,  however,  George  P.  was  one  of  the  earliest 
settlers  *0  enter  lan  in  Va.  in  about  1^80  and  wa^  joint  owner  with 
Nathaniel  Bacon  and  others  o^  1  of  few  ships  then  owned  n  Va.  He  also 
owned  1st  brick  house  built  in  Va.  having  been  brou  ht  on  boat  from  England. 
House  started  with  1  large  chimney  a+  the  ground  and  then  branched  off 
into  2  after  going  up  a  ways.  It  was  still  standing  five  yrs  ago. 

From  the  1st  Poindexters  in  America  until  John  or  Jon  our  direct  ancestors 
f^orn  1700  there  is  a  missing  link  until  about  l807  which  could  give  much 
to  supply  our  records.  When  Louisa  Co.  was  cut  off  from  Hanover  Co.  and 
organized  17^?  amonfc  those  appointed  by  govenor  to  help  organize  the 
county,  was  the  afore  named  John  Poindexter.  He  was  commissioned  Justice  of 
Peace,  one  of  first  Vestrymen  of  Frederickville  Parish  and  also  a  capt  of 
Calvary.  His  wife  Christine  left  property  to  children

John  III;  Gabriel  Thomas  (former)  Robert  James  (former)  Richard;  George; 
Elizabeth  Jones  Commack;  Lucy-Molly  Cashy's  heirs.  James  left  a  son, 

Dr.  James  Poind,  of  Charlottesville.  Our  ancestor  Gabriel  received  a 
house  and  plantation,  tools,  large  mirror,  besides  regular  share.  Of  the 
7  sons,  the  eldest  married  3  times,  became  a  celebrated  Baptist  minister 
and  clerk  of  Louisa  Co.  for  ^0  vrs .  and  there  were  (8  children)  Clevis. 
John  P.  Ill,  one  of  7  sons  of  John  eldest,  married  3  times  ,  at  65  he  was 
father  of  Samuel  2nd 

Richard  moved  to  N.  Carolina,  married  Maer  left  1  son,  Abraham  Maie  P. 
one  of  most  destinguished  Baptist  ministers  in  all  south. 

Robert  P.  came  West  aid  settled  in  Ky.  Some  of  his  relatives  are  farmed 
around  Vereay,  Ind. 

George,  youngest,  was  most  distinguished  and  he  moved  to  Miss,  where 
he  attained  prominence.  He  was  member  of  the  Jef fersconian  party  delegate 
to  congress  and  Judge  of  Supreme  Court  o^  Miss.  When  Miss,  was  admitted 
as  a  state,  he  was  a  member  of  the  constitutional  convention.  Its  1st 
rep.  in  Congress  and  about  1820  he  was  elected  govenor  of  state.  He  and 
wife  traveled  in  a  couch  of  4  horses.  1  distent  cousin  in  Va.  remembers 
seeing  the  stately  turn  out,  when  a  child.  They  always  stopped  to  visit 
her  (grandfather  with  whom  she  lived  and  ther  visit  was  attended  with 
much  pomp  and  ceremony. 

Gabriel  was  surrounded  with  every  luxury  at  that  time  known.  He  lived 
a  life  of  typical  Virg.  cashier,  a  careless  hospitable  life.  Lover  of 
horse  racing;,  cock  -rights  and  hunting,  he  was  an  old  man  before  he  ever 
did  a  days  work,  but  proved  eaual  to  the  emergency  and  too  said  he  could 
outwork  many  young  men.  He  was  recorded  as  a  soldier  of  Virg  Line  of 
Continental  Establishment.  In  our  records,  he  was  to  receive  bounty 
for  his  war  services.  Swift's  family  lived  close  and  he  had  a  habit  of 
visiting;  them  often  and  it  was  not  known  he  had  tender  feeling  for  any 
particular  one  til  he  asked  for  hand  of  fair  Mary  Swift.  1798-99  they  were 
married . 

It  has  been  said  that  a  man  who  has  not  anything  to  boast  about  his  ilr 
lustrious  ancestors  is  like  a  potato,  the  only  good  belonging  to  him  is 
under  around.  People  will  never  look  forward  to  posterity  who  never 
look  backward  to  their  ancestors.

George  left  orphan  became  a  lawyer  Melton,  Va.  1802  moved  to  Miss  and 
obtain  d  vote  both  at  liar  and  leader  in  Jeffersonian  party.  He  was 
appointed  Attorney  General  in  l803*  He  conducted  the  prosecution  of 
AAron  Burr  when  the  latter  was  arrested  by  the  authorities  in  his  1st  decent 
to  New  Orleans.  His  violent  denunciation  of  the  Federalist  resulted  in 
a  challenge  from  Abyah  Hunt  one  of  the  largest  merchants  in  S.w.  whom 
Poind  killed  in  a  duel.  Poindexter  was  accused  of  firing  at  his  enemy 
before  the  word  was  given  and  bitter  and  Ions:  controversies  followed  but 
no  charge  was  placed.  1807,  chose  delegate  to  congress  where  he  won 
reputation  as  an  orator.  U.S.  Judge  of  Miss. 

In  1812  when  British  invaded  La.,  he  joined  Jackson  and  served  as  a 
volunteer  aide  at  battle  N.  Orleans.  During  service,  a  soldier  brought 
him  a  piece  of  paper.  Hearing  the  British  countersign  Beauty  and  Booty 
which  he  had  found  on  field.  Poindexter  took  it  to  Jackson  and  it  caused 
much  excitment  throughout  co.  The  Federalists  subsequently  claimed  that 
the  paper  had  been  forged  by  Poindexter. 

In  I8IQ  made  his  best  speech  defending  General  Jackson’s  conduct  in  ex¬ 
ecution  of  Arbuthnat  and  Ambuester  and  in  the  occupation  of  the  Spanish 
ports  in  Fla.  Jackson  not  centured  thanks 
Elected  Govenor  of  Miss. 

1821,  resume  at  Bar  until  his  appointment  to  U.  S.  Senate  1830-35* 

He  resisted  the  appointment  of  Pres,  personal  friends  to  office  in  Miss. 

The  breach  widened  and  Jackson  finally  suspected  Poindexter  and  conplicity 
in  the  attempt  that  was  made  on  his  life  at  capitol.  In  1833  he  removed  to 
Louisville,  Ky.  but  was  dissapointed  in  his  hopes  of  political  position  after 
commissioned  by  Pres  Tyler  to  investigate  frauds  in  N.  Y.  Custom  House. 

He  had  more  than  ordinary  ability  but  his  career  was  marred  by  violent 
personal  controversies,  by  disapsipation  and  he  was  embittered  by  dosmestic 
trouble  and  by  unpopularity  that  his  apposition  fco  Jackson  had  aroused 
against  him  in  Miss.  See  Biog.  Sketch  of  him  Wash-1835
